SOLDIERS’ CANTEENS. 


Exempt from Interference by Local 
or State Authorities.

MILWAUKEE, (Wis.,) Jan. 2.—An 
important point involving the interfer- 
ence of local or State authorities with 
the National Soldiers’ Home canteens 
was settled by Judge Seaman today, 
when he filed his decision in the Kelley 
jurisdiction case.

Mrs. Davidson expects to be held for 
trial in the Superior Court, and will 
make her fight, not in the Police Court, 
but in the higher court.

Mrs. Davidson was arraigned on the 
charge of blackmail. The courtroom 
was crowded with men and women 
prominent in the church. Neither Dr. 


Brown nor Miss Overman was present 
during the brief proceedings.

over until this evening.

The Insurgents Advance Despite 
Reported Defeats, 


Spanish Forees are Falling Back 


An Becaped Prisoner Says the 
Rebels Have an Excellent 
Cavalry—Alarm in Loyal- 
ist Circles. 


(RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

HAVANA, Jan. 2.—(By South Ameri- 
can Cable.) An engagement between 
the Spanish troops and insurgents has 
taken place at El Estante, south of Al- 
fonso XII, not far from the frontier of 
the province of Havana. The official 
announcement says that the troops 
captured the insurgents’ position, but 


the loss to the enemy is not known. It 
is admitted that two Spanish officers 


and four soldiers were killed, and nine- 
teen wounded. The insurgents, follow- 
ing the usual tactics, did not attempt 
a decisive engagement, but, after a 
skirmish, proceeded westward, devas- 
tating the country. The authorities 
here, in announcing this skirmish, 
added the significant statement that 
the troops “were moving closer to the 
province of Havana, which would indi- 
cate that the Spanish forces are once 
more in retreat. ; 

Later in the day it was announced 
here that further fighting between the 
Spaniards and Cubans was taking place 
in the vicinity of El Estante, which 
leads people here to believe that the in- 
surgents had been in pursuit of the 
Spanish troops in that vicinity. The 
latter were commanded by Col. Galvis, 
who was also in command of the troops 
in the first engagement in the vicinity 
of El Estante. which seems to be a 
confirmation of the supposition that the 
Spamlards were worsted and that the 
Cubans are making the frontier of the 
province of Havana. 

It was announced this afternoon that 
Felippe Roderiguez, the insurgent 


‘leader, had been killed in battle. 


In view of the fine work and rapid 
progress of the insurgent cavairy, Gen. 
Campos has ordered the Spanish of- 
ficials in all the disturbed districts to 
seize all- the horses they can lay their 
hands on in order to prevent them from

Early in the day the authorities ap- 
parently had hopes of preventing ‘the 
entrance of the insurgents into Havana 
province, when it became known that 
they were gathering in force on the boF- 
ders, and two battalions of troops were 
stationed at Les Palos to oppose their 
advance into the rich valley of the 
Guinas district, which is studded over 
with some of the most valuable cane- 
fields in the island. This force seems 
to have failed utterly to prevent the 
insurgents from passing them, and 
reaching Agua Cata, which l. however, 
well to the northward of the Guinas dis- 


ct. 

It is learned that Gomez now intends 
to extend his incursions into the west- 
ern province of Pinar del Rio, and the 
situation is considered 
grave, in view of the great activity that 
has been manifested by local bands of 
insurgents in Pinar del Rio ever since 
Gomez advanced into Matanzts. It 
is known that Gomez directed these 
movements. 

Notwithstanding the designation of 
their leaders by the authorities as mere 
bandits, it is feared that this advance 
will be accompanied by a general up- 
rising in the province. An advance 
into Pinar del Rio would have the ef- 
fect of practically surrounding this 
city with insurgents, and there are 
ill-concealed fears of an uprising within 
the city of the insurgent sympathizers. 
The authorities, however, stoutly main- 
tain all their previously expressed con- 
fidence that the insurgents will not 
dare to attack Havana and that the 
movement is merely a raid intended to 
destroy property, as was the last one. 

Honore Lane, who was a prisoner in 
Gomez's hands during five days, has 
effected his escape and returned to Ha- 
vana.

According to the Territorial 
census, taken this year, Utah has a 
population of 247,324 persons, which 
is an increase of more than 14 per cent.

The valuation of the State is $98,000,- 
000, of which nearly half is land, 
7,000,000 personal property and 
1,000,000 railroads. The total value 
of property assessed is stated separ- 
ately at $99,500,000, -against nearly 
$124,000,000 four years earlier, and 
6,387,000 acres of public lands have 
been disposed.of by the land office in 
the last quarter of a century. The 
number of acres under cultivation last 
year was a little less than 500,000, 
about nine-tenths of which was under 
irrigation. These lands were irrigated 
during the season from three to twelve 


times, the duration of each wetting 


ranging from an hour and a half to 
twenty-four hours. | 

The area of unimproved farm lands 
is stated at less than 1,000,000 acred, 


and the area capable of irrigation with 


profit to the cultivator is about 3,500,- 
000. The number of farms last year 
was about 21,000. The census of four 
years earlier showed only 11,884 fami- 
lies living on farms, of which 85 per 
cent. were owned free of incumbrance, 

5 per cent. owned subject to incum- 
brance, and 10 per cent. hired. 

The 3,000,000 bushels of wheat grown 
last year averaged 21½ bushels to the 
acre. There are in the soon-to-be State 
nearly 2,500,000-sheep, valued at more 
than $12,000,000, though wool was 
worth only 6 to 8 cents per pound last 
year. Manufacturers are credited with 
the use of $5,500,000 of capital and 
more than 11,000 horse-power.

SOUTH AFRICA AND VENEZUBLA. 


The attitude of Germany toward 
England, in the Transvaal controversy, 


is not unlike that of the United States | 


toward England in the Venezuelan 
case. There is one important difference, 
however. The Transvaal question is 
merely one ‘of conflicting material in- 
terests. In the Venezuelan matter a 
great and vital principle is at stake. 
The Transvaal controversy is local to 
a small portion of South Africa, The 
Venezuelan dispute affects the inter- 
ests and the amity of two hemispheres. 
There can be no doubt that the 
prompt and emphatic protest of Ger- 
many had its effect in induting a quick 


disavowal, on the part of the British 


government, of responsibility for Dr. 


} Jameson’s actions The German pro- 
test, it is also apparent, has indirectly 
strengthened the contention of the 
United States in the Venezuelan mat- 
ter. German interests in South Africa 
are not to be compared in importance 
to the interests of the United States 
in the welfare and independence of 
our sister republics in South and Cen- 
tral America. While the cases are in 
some degree parallel, it is apparent, 
upon a little reflection, that our posi- 
tion in the one case is much stronger. 
than that of Germany in the other. 


The Boers have already demonstrated 


that they are able to take care of them 
selves if the outside governments keep 
out of the fight. It is equally certain, 
that the Venezuelans are able to sup- 
port their cause in the boundary dis- 
pute with British Guiana, if there be 
no outside interference. 


There has been manifested a disposi- 


tion, in Berlin, to question the sound- 
ness of President Cleveland’s. position 


in the Venezuelan matter. We shall 
probably hear less of this sort of talk 
from Berlin in the future. The Trans- 


vaal issue, brought so suddenly to an 


acute phase, has materially changed 


the aspect of affairs. It has empha- 


sized the greed of England, and her 
isolation, when it comes to a question 
of enforcing her claims. Not one of 
the leading nations of Europe could 
afford to support England’s contention 
in the Venezuelan matter. To do so 
would be almost equivalent to confess- 
ing judgment in similar cases where 
their own interests are involved.

A Boundary Dispute Between 
Arizona and California 

Arigona in Danger of Losing 

Her Penitentiary. 


[ruhe Town et Yuma Stands on De- 


batable Ground—A Question of 
Juriadiction—Taxes and 
Land Titles. 


The killing of a Cocopah Indian 
named Juan Jose at Yuma, on the old 
quartermaster’s reservation, by D. A. 
West last week is going to raise a most 
important. question of jurisdiction be- 
tween Afizona and California, 
Prominent lawyers who have looked 
‘into the question have given it as 
thelr opinion that about 2000 acres of 
land that Have beén generally held to 
be in Arizona are in reality in Caligor- 
nia. This strip of land lies along the 
south and east bank of the Colorado, 
and upon it is situated the greater por- 
tion of the town of Yuma. It this 
proves to -be California territory, it 
will take away from Yuma in Arizona 


ry her water frontage on the Colorado 
ver. 

The circumstances of the killing show 
that West and a dozen Cocopah and 
Yuma Indians all got drunk just be- 
fore Christmas in one of the old 
abandoned government buildings on the 
old quartermaster’s reservation at 
Yuma; The reservation fronts on the 
Colorado River, and for many years 
prior to the coming of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railrohd into Arizona was the 


scene of great activity, arising from. 


the freighting of the government sup- 
plies. for the forts in the interior of 
Arizona. It is a familiar spot to every 
pioneer on the Coast. Now it is entirely 
abandoned and the buildings have fal- 
len into decay, and serve only as 
loafing places for such tramping Indi- 
ans as do not live on their reserva- 
tion across the river, and prefer to 
dwell nearer to the city life afforded 
by the metropolis.of Yuma, and the 
peculiar seducttive and fine quality of 
whisky especially imported for the In- 
dian trade. 

After West and the Indians had be- 
come intoxicated, a free fight ensued, 
in the course of which Juan Jose was 
struck over the head with a mesquite 


‘club a blow that crushed in his skull 


and instantly killed him, West claims 


that he acted in self-defense, just pre- 


venting the Indian from stabbing 
him with a knife. 

West is a millwright by trade, and 
has been a resident of Arizona for 
many years, He is about 45 years old. 

West was at once arrested by a dep- 
uty United States marshal, and taken 
before United States Commissioner Mu- 
rat Mastersen. After a preliminary ex- 
amination he was held to the grand 
jury to answer for murder, and bail 
was fixéd at $5000. Bail was not fur- 
hished, and West is still in jail. 

As the murder had occurred in a 
military reservation, a place under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States, West is now temporarily in the 
custody of the Arizona United States 
authorities. It is very uncertain, how- 
ever, if-he remains so, for he is claimed 
by the United States authorities in. 
Oal und say the offense was 
committed in, California: as well as in 
the military reservation. 


The provisons of the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, the acts of Con- 

onstitut and ¢ zing the 
Territory: of Arizona, and the Constitu- 
tion of this State seem to conclusively 
show that a considerable Section of 
land which has already been considered 
in Arizona is within the boundaries of 
this State. The surveys of the Inter- 
national Boundary Commissions of the 
Unbted States and Mexico were made 
about one year ago, when the boundary 
line between the two republics: west. of 
El Paso was re-run and the monu- 
ments re-set, but without any devia- 
tion im the line itself as established by 
a previous commission upon the treaties 
of GuAdalupe Hidalgo and the Gads- 
den purchase. The re-running of this 
line and the marking of it with new 
monuments show as a physical fact 
that between Colorado River and a 
portion of the boundary line (which 
is also the southern boundary line of 
this State) known as the limit between 
Upper and Lower California, there is a 
narrow strip of land. The presénce of 

s strip of land between the Colorado 

ver and the boundary line is caused 
by the fact that inst ad of the Colo- 
rado running south after its junction 
with the Gila, as was thought when 
the treaty was made, runs a little north 
of west, in a big curve, the curve part 
going to the north. , 

By the fifth article of the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, entered into be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, it 
was provided that 3 
The boundary line between the two 
republics shall commence in the Gulf 
of Mexico, three leagues from land, op- 
posite the mouth of the Rio rande, 
otherwise called Rio Bravo del Norte, 
or opposite the mouth of its deepest 
branch, if it should have more than 
one branch emptying directly into the 
sea; from thence up the middle of thai 
river, following the deepest channel, 
where it has more than one, to the 
point where its strikes the southern 
boundary of New Mexico; thence. west- 
wardly, along the whole southern ber- 
der of New Mexico (which runs north 
of the town of El Paso.) to its western 
termination; then, northward, along the 
western line of New Mexico, until it 
intersects the first branch of the Gila 
River, ( ) thenea,-. down 
the middle of the said branch, and of 
the said river, until it empties into the 
Rio Colorado; thence, across the Rio 
Colorado, following the divis'on line be- 
tween Upper and Lower California, to 
the Pacific Ocean.“ 

(Then follows a description of a map 
made in 1847 by J. Disturnell.)

. 1850, California was admitted to the 
Union under a constitution which pro- 


vided as follows:

This jurisdictional question is one 


that Will have to be definitely settled 
by the courts at —— time, and weill be 


urged in this case of West by his law- 


vers, whether he is tried upon an in- 


dictment in the United States Court at 
Phoe Ariz., or in the District Court 
of the Southern District of California, 
meeting in this city. . on 

The dispute as to this piece of land is 


of importance to the county of San 


Diego, for to that county this land may 
be established to belong. It is impor- 
tant to San Diego in the question of the 


collection of taxes upon a developing 


section of country, and important to 
the owners of land in the strip in the 
matters of transfer of titles to land. 
About fifteen years ago the San Diego 
Collector attempted to collect 


| taxes upon this strip of land, but was 


driven away by the residents of the 


town of Yuma. More important still 


to Arizona is the fact that her peniten- 
tiary, upon which she has spent many 
thousands of dqgllars, and where her 
convicts are held, is in this disputed 
tract of land. 3 

Some months ago Calvert WIIson, 
who first raised these questions in the 


‘United States Court at. Phoenix, and 


who was District Attorney of Yuma 
county, Ariz., at the time, and is now 
a resident lawyer of this city, applied 
to the District and Circuit courts of 
Southern California for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus for one Antonio Baldez, 
confined in the Arizona pénitentiary, 
under sentence of conviction of grand 
larceny committed in Pina county, 
Ariz., upon the ground that he was ille- 
gally held in the State of California. 

The application was denied by Judges 
Wellborn and Ross, but was renewed 
before Justice Field of the United States 
Supreme Court, when in San Francisco 
in September last.

WEATHER AN: AND ‘CROPS. 


Report. of the “weather Bureau for 
the Past Week. 

The weather crop bulletin of Seuth- 
ern California, for the week ending 
Monday, December 30, as compiled by 
Observer George E. Franklin, reports: 

‘Clear, cool weather prevailed during 
the past week with dessicating land 
winds which culminated on the after- 
noon of the 28th in a heavy norther“ 
which continued till the morning of 
the 29th and on the morning of the 
-30th- in general and heavy frosts. The

Annual Report of the Superinten- 
dent—Chain Gang not Wanted.

1895. His report deals alone with the 


condition of the parks, the improve- 
ments made and those needed, and does 
not touch upon the expenditures made 
in maintaining the park system. That 
portion of the report was prepared sev- 
eral weeks ago by the secretary of the

The Times. / 
THE NURSERY DEPARTMENT. 
In speaking of the nursery depart- 
menis the Superintendent divided the 
subject into two divisions, the nursery 
at Elysian Park and East Lake Park. 
At the former trees, large plants and 
palms were raised; at the latter bed- 
ding, stock and animals. Two cloth- 
houses, six hot-beds and two-thirds of 
the cold frames have been built during 
the past year. The Superintendent 
says: “Our small parks demand an im- 
mense number of bedding and animal 
plants, and we have complete stock to 
meet all demands, and everything is 
high grade; at the first of the year the 
nurseries were poorly arranged and 


very little stock was on hand. I think 
it proper to prepare a large assortment 
. of fine trees and palms, as it will be but 


A short time before Elysian Park, with 
tts immense area will be ready for gen- 
eral improvements, and it is possible 
that the Westlake Prak extension and 
the proposed new parks will need trees 


and plants. The appropriation for this 


ment is far too small and it will 
be found necessary to transfer from 


other funds.

WESTLAKE PARK. 

This park is the favorite resort of 
the city, immense crowds attending the 
entertainments there each Sunday. In 
consequence much extra work is re- 
quired to clean up and repair the 
grounds after one of these large as- 
semblies. It is to be hoped that the 
proposed extension and boulevard will 
be pushed with all haste, as the area 
gained will tend to scatter the people 
more. The work of constructing the 
Westlake Park has been taken up, 8 
will soon be completed. The soil is very 
poor. at this park, and extra expense 
is incurred in hauling Jarge amounts of 
loam and manure to build up the sterile 
ground. For this purpose 1822 cubic 
yards of manure have been used this 
year, and we are now preparing, quan- 
tities of fertilizing material to ‘aid in 
reclaiming some of the sterile alkali 

In repairing old works and drives 
496 cubic yards of gravel have been 
used; 990 feet of new walks have been 


laid end graveled; 600 feet of stone gut- 


tering has been constructed and cov- 
_ered with cement, and much of this 
work remains to be completed. as well. 
laid drain gutters are very necessary 
on sides of walks and drives. One 
hundred loads of stone and sand have 

used in building a retaining wall 
on the 8 boundary of the lake. 
One hundred benches have been re- 
paired, and thirty added: but 100 more 
are needed at once near the band- 
stand. 

“A new bandstand costing $1700 is 
nearly completed. The neck of water 
east of the stand should be filled up to 
give more seating capacity. It is my 
intention to take up the matter of the 
proposed water-fall and fountain at th 
northern end of the park. A good cover- 
ing of gravel is needed at once for tlie 
drives. The irrigating system is in- 
complete, and much remains to be 
done in this department. * 

“Through the aid of t ight of- 
ficer, much better order is tained 
at night, and the park is t more 
popular with the general pu Un- 
der this head the superintendent sug- 
gests to the board that more positive 
instructions be given to special officers, 
foreman and police in maintaining 
perk rules, as much vandalism and 
abuse constantly occurs. Park officers

It was recom- 
mended to the Board of Education that 
the children of families where either of 
these diseases is present, be not al- 
lowed to attend schoo] until the disease 
has disappeared from the family; an 


exception to be made, though, of those 


children who have already had the 
disease. 

The Health Officer was instructed by 
the board to make out his mortuary 
statistics for the city on the basis of a 
population of 100,000 souls, instead cf 
80,000, as in the past. The school cen- 
sus has convinced the medicos that Los 
Angeles’s population nearly approxi- 
mates the former than the latter figure. 
Dr. Steddom, at his own request, was 
granted additional time in which to in- 
vestigate the fertilizers in slaughter- 
houses. 


The board prepared a recommenda- 
tion to the Council that a haymarket 
and horse corral headquarters be es- 
tablished in the territory bounded by 
Alameda, Aliso, Alhambra and Los An- 
geles streets, the location to be ap- 
proved by the Health Officer.

Grand Jury Indicts a Fourteen-year- 
old Boy. 1 


Tune new patent seine presented by 


Santa Claus to the grand jury is ‘work- 
ing to perfection. Up to date all the 
whales have escaped, and it has just 
closed over a particularly diminutive 
sprat, a fourteen-year-old boy named 
Frank Giegerich, who killed another 
boy while they were out shooting.

Clever Dodge to Save Property from

An interesting case was on trial be-

the Pacific Investment Company con- 
veyed all this property to Otto Brodt- 
beck in two trust deeds, one to pay off 
the depositors in the City. Bank and 
the débt to the Gan Francisco Bank, 
and the other to take up a note of $5000 
to T. E. Gibbon, and to pay bim $800 
for attorney’s fees. 

It is alleged in the complaint that the 
Childresses were insolvent when they 
deeded their property to the Investment 
Company, and the suit is brought to set

Extension of the business section dur- 
ing the past year has not been confined 
to South Broadway, but has been no- 
ticeable on Seventh street, where quite 
a number of stqre buildings have been 
erected as far west as Grand avenus. 
Even Hill street is beginning to get 
a share of the overflow. At present that 
street is almost entirely devoted to ho- 
tels and Jodging-houses as far south as 
Seventh.

The improvements that have 
been made on Angeleno Heights have 
attracted some attention to that sightly 
residence section.

THE LICENSE TAX, 

As noted in The Times, the real es- 
tate men have protested to the Council 
against the license tax imposed on real 
estate dealers, on the ground that it is 
unjust, and is class legislation.

AMERICA-SWITZERLAND. 


VICE-CONSUL GERMAIN TALKS OF 


A Mingling of Ancient Churches and 

Electric’ Railways—Good Com- 

. ‘mercial Opportunities—What the 

Two Countries Offer to Each 
Other. 


Eugene Germain, United States Vice-. 
Consul at Zurich, Switzerland, has re- 
turned to Los Angeles after an absence 
of two years. He will be here but two 
months, and then, after a visit to San 
Francisco, will return to his post. 

“Zurich is a delightful old place,“ said 
Mr. Germain yesterday. “It is built on 
hilly ground on the shores of Lake 
Zurich, just where it empties into the 
Limmat. In the older part of the town, 
where the streets are narrow and the 
ancient houses tall, there are buildings 
erected eight centuries ago. The old 
church, the Fraumuenster, dates back 
tq 823. 

“But you mustn’t think it a sleepy | 
old place. There is a fine new portion 
of the town, alive with electric cars. 
There are 136,000 people living in Zu- 
rich, and the population increases at 
least 12,000 every year. In the year 
1894 over 1100 new stone buildings were

“It's a, pleasant place to live. The 
streets are all paved, and are washed 
every day. The whole place is kept 
scrupulously clean. Every Httle court 
and alléyway, every yard and stable, 
is inspected frequently and thoroughly. 
Yes, the sanitationis wellnigh perfect, 

“The city is honeycombed with 
parks,- big and little, and all of them 
beautiful and full of rare plants. 

“The city owns its cwn gas, electric 
light and water systems. The munici- 
pality does all the plumbing and sells 
all the gas and electric flxtures. The 
water is drawn from the lake and care- 
fully filtered, and it is said by experts 
to be unusually pure and A short 
time ago the concession of the city 
horse-car line expired. Instead of re- 
newing it, the municipality bought the 
whole thing outright. The electric lines 
are still in private hands, but they will 
ultimately become public property. 

“You know such things are More com- 
mon in Switzerland tnan in America, 
The federal government owns all the 
telegraph and telephone lines. My 
telephone in Zurich costs me only $16 
a year. The railroads are not owned by 
the public, but are carefully regulated. 
Each canton has a board of railway di- 
rectors, and the federal government has 
a board also. These are in addition to 
the directors of the individual railroad 
companies. The government authorities 
regulate fares and freight 8. and

W t thing about all this is the 


unparalleled freedom from corruption 
of politics. There is no place in the 
world where public affairs are so hon- 
oe ably managed as in Switzer- 


“Are there many Americans in Zu- 
rich, Mr. Germain?“ | 

“The permanent American colony 
consists of just three families. But the 
tourists swarm in summer, and then 
there are many Anerican students in 


“Yes, indeed. The kindergartens, the 
primary schools and the gymnasiums 
are all very good. You know Pestalozzi 
was born in Zurich and Froebel lived 
there many years. The polytechnic 
school numbers among its facuity some 
of the foremost scientists of Europe, 
and the university has a high reputa- 
tion. Tuition in these two institutions 
is but 1100 a year. You would be sur- 
prised to find how much linguistic 
k re there is in Zurich. German 
is the native tongue, but everybody 
with any pretensions to an education 
talks one or more other languages. 
The merchants and business menwhom

“Another institution of which Zurich 
is proud is the Tonhalle,“ or ne- 
hall.’

Within is a large fotunda which holds 
from t 3000 people. There is a 
concert here nightly—vocal, piano, vio- 
Un and orchestral music+and re the 
people come in crowds.

“In another part of the building is 
a large concert hall. There is a fine 
concert here every Tuesday, and the 
ge? is always full, though admission

“There is also a theater built and 
supported by popular subscription. 
Through the winter a stock company 
gives three operas a week, The other 
évenin there are traveling troupes, 
or performances by the stock company 
of actors. One ¢an get a good dress- 
circle seat for 60 cents and the attrac- 
tions are always good.“ 

Is there much emigratton from 
Switzerland to America?” Sf 
“It all depends on the state of af- 
fairs in the United States. In times 
of prosperity in America a steady 
stream of Swiss emigration flows west- 
ward. But times of financial stringency 
check this. There are no immigrants 
whom the Americans should welcome 
more gladly than the Swiss. They are 
intelligent, law-abiding, industrious 
and thrifty. They quickly adjust them- 
selves to American institutions and 
ways of life. But did you know that 
a native of Switzerland never loses 
his citizenship in his own country? He 
can come to America and live here for 
forty years, become a naturalized citi- 
zen and marry an American wife. But 
when he returns to Switzerland he is 
welcomed back, a informed that he 
is still a Swiss citizen. Once a Swiss 

always a Swiss.“ 

“Is there much trade between the 
United States and Switzerland?” 

“A good deal, and it is increasing 
every year. Switzerland sends us silks, 
watches, beautiful wood-carvings, em- 
broideries,. quantities of condensed 
milk, musical boxes, cotton goods, 
worsteds, yarns, scientific instruments, 
bolting cloth, aluminum, beef extract, 
knitted underwear, dresses, handker- 
chiefs, and so on. In return we send 
lumber, machinery, furniture, paper, 
carpets, tobacco, wheat, dried fruits, 
wines, honey, agricultural implements, 
leather, canned meats and so forth. 

„The Swiss mer have been 
buying most of their American goods 
through importers in the seaport cities 
of Europe. 
the middleman’s profit has greatly: re- 
tarded the sale of American goods. I 
have been trying to put Swiss mer- 
chants in direct communication. with
